newspapers of both political persua- 
sions that never in the political history 
of the state of Ohio were there so many 
or such distinguished candidates for 
nomination as are likely to come be- 
fore the next Republican state conven- 
tion. 


'fliis, however, does not happen to be 


a fact. The Democratic party in 1848 
largely discounted the Republican party 
of 1895 in the number and dignity of its 
gubernatorial candidates before its an- 
nual convention, 


That is the year that John B. AVeller 


was nominated to what was considered 
a "lend pipe cinch" for the winner, to 
be ingloriously beaten 
by Seabury 


Ford, of whom no one outside of a little 
corner of the Western Reserve had ever 
heard. 


But what a then, and subsequently, 


distinguished list of names came before 
the convention, and from whom the 286 
delegates had the opportunity to make 
a choice.

Heading the list, almost, was Edwin 


M. Stanton, the great secretary of war 
during the civil commotion from 1861 to 
1865. And yet his highest vote on any 
ballot was five. 


David Tod, who had been defeated 


by narrow margins in 1844 and 1846, 
was a candidate with a tolerably fair 
following, 
Fifteen years later he xvas 


nominated by the Republicans and he 
became the second "war governor." 


The third "war governor" was also a 


candidate before the same convention. 
John Brough, who failed of the Demo- 
cratic noraim.'uon in 1848, and the most 
radical'of all radical partisans, was 
elected on the Republican ticket to the 
same office seventeen years later. 


Reuben Wood, who was elected gov- 


ernor on the Democratic ticket two 
years later, stood second on all ballots, 


Gen. Jos. J. McDowell, of Highland, 


who had already distinguished'himself 
in congress, was a candidate with" a de- 
voted following. 


Another candidate, well known in 


southwestern Ohio, was Hon. James J. 
Faran, one of the proprietors of the 
Enquirer, who had behind him a dis- 
tinguished career, both in congress and 
the Ohio senate. 


Emory D. Potter, of Lucas, a noted 


congressman, even at that early day, 
had abig followingfcomthe northwest, 
a^nd made a game fight for the nomina- 
tion.

_The fourth man, when the race was 
finished, and one of the two now living, 
who were before the convention, was 
William Lawrence, of Guernsey, who 
subsequently served in the Ohio senate, 
then went to congress, and again came 
back to the Ohio senate. He now lives 
in graceful retirement in the quiet Ht- 
tla town of Washington, over on the 
national road.
